I tuberculosis, the report shows it 
I to he more prevalent in cities. ' 

Typhoid fever, of which so much 
I is heard, comes pretty well dowu 
the list, with 66,867 deaths at its t 
door, a larger proportion of 
j which occur in the early fall. It 
comes below heart disease — a 
very elastic term- with 192,549 
deaths: intestinal troubles, with 
j 160, 107; Bright 's disease, with 
180,820; apoplexy with 110,105; 
cancer with 100,119: and bron- 
chitis with 02,888, and is closely 
followed by k meningetis and 
diptherin and croup — a very- 
fragmentary list of a few of the 
more acute ills to which flesh is 
heir. Suicides numbered during 
the period and in the area cov- 
ered by the figures, 2o,884, or 
about 1 per cent of all deaths. 
The most common method is by 
poison, firearms aud strangula- 
tion following, the latter method 
being more prevalent in the 
country districts. Apparently 
the two periods which mark the 
beginning and the end of the 
heated term are most dangerous 
to human life. Various diaeases 
manifest greater activity in 
metropolitan or rural areas, as 
the case may be, and while it is 
easy to understand why tuber- 
culosiH should be more active in 
the cities, it is not quite so easy 
to explain why typhoid fever is 
much more prevalent in the 
country. Diseases of the nervous 
system likewise occur about as 
often iu the small town as in the

They took into spe- 
cial consideration the locatton of the 
monument and the general scale of 
the other monuments in Lafayette 
park and adapted the design to the 
classic tendency of the time. This

Unique Work of a Pennsylvania 
Quarryman— Over 160 Pieces 
Used in Mechanism. 

New York.-The tall tower In the 
picture Is not the city hall In Old 
Amsterdam, the capital of Holland. It 
Is a representation of a Ailque clock 
entirely of slate, and the man who 
made it did not pretend to be an artist 
or a lineal descendant of Michael An- 
gela 

Mr. Humphrey O. Prltchard. a gift- 
ed quarryman of the little town of 
Delta, in Pennsylvania, is the author 
of the remarkable clock. It is cer- 
tainly an advertisement for Pennsyl- 
vania slate. If a man can make a 
wonderful piece of mechanism out of 
slate, why couldn't he make watches, 
bicycles, automobiles, overalls, neck- 
ties and even shirt collars out of the 
slate? This clock was mao> of a Judi- 
cious selection of the same material. 
It is said that Mr. Prltchard used 164 
pieces of slate, held together by 23 
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THE JACKSON HOUSE. 

1664. He was an Industrious and 
thrifty man, as were most of the in- 
habitants of that day.

CALLS LAW VIOLATION OF U. S. CONSTITUTION 



Decision Is Rendered Against the 
Telegraphers. 

FRANK YOUNG 1$ DISCHARGED 



Elmore Declarei ConjreMional Act li 
Invalid. 

Commissioner Takoi Stand That Employer 
Can Hire Whom He Chooses, notwith- 
standing Legislation to the Contrary. 

(From the Montgomery (Ala.) Ad- 
vertisor, Hopt. 1st.) 
Frauk Vouug, of tho Louisville 
& Nashville railroad, was yester- 
day discharged by Commissioner 
John A. Elmore, at his hearing 
on the charge that he had vio 
lated the law of the United 
States in refusiug to hire mem- 
bers of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers until they had re- 
pudiated the order. Commis- 
sioner Elmore held that the law 
was in conflict with the Consti- 
tution of the United States- It 
is possible that the test of the 
law will be carried to a lusher 
court. 

The charge mado against Mr. 
Young that on hiring B. A. Ne- 
smith as a telegraph operator, 
Mr. Young required of him that 
he sign a written agreement not 
to become a member of the 
order of Railway Telegraphers. 
This was declared by the plaiut- 
iff in this case, the United 
States, to be in violation of the 
act approved June 1st, 1898, 
which seeks to forbid the mak- 
ing of any condition as neces- 
sary to the employment of any 
one by common carriers acting 
under the direction of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

It was in effect argued by the 
attorney of the United States 
that Mr. Young bad been guilty 
of blacklisting, that he was die 
tating the conditions under 
which a man could be employed 
in the service of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad, and die 
tating in violation of an act of 
Congress. 

Commissioner Elmore declined 
to accept this view of the case. 
He held that the act under 
which the charge was brought 
was unconstitutional. It was 
his opinion that in the passage 
of the law Congress invaded the 
rights accorded the individual 
under the constitution. Mr. 
Yonng was, therefore, dis- 
charged. 

Slmore't Opinion. 

The opiniou of the Commis- 
sioner in part follows: 

"The defendant herein is 
charged with having violated 
Section 10 of an act common 
carriers engaged in inter-state 
commerce, and their employes, 
in this: 

"That the said Frank Young, 
agent as aforesaid of said Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad 
Company, on the 26th day of 
May, 1906, in the county of 
Montgomery, in the Middle dis- 
trict of Alabama, did require 
oue B. A. Nestriita, a telegraph 
operator, who was seeking em 
ployment as a railroad tel 
egrapher, whoso duty is the 
handling of train orders by wire, 
and who is a person employed 
and actually engaged in train 
operation, or train service, over 
said Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company, as condition 
of the employment of said B. A, 
Nesmilh, by the said Louisville 
and Nashvillo Railroad Com 
pany, to enter into a written 
agreement not t<» become a m 
ber of the Ordor of Railway 
Telegraphers, a labor corpora- 
tion, contrary to the form of the 
statute iu such case made and 
provided in violation of Section

The Commissioner 
is of the opinion that a decision 
upon this demurrer controls the 
whole, and, therefore, will take 
up that question. 

"The fifth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United 
States provides : 'That no per- 
son shall be deprived of life, lib- 
erty or property without due 
process of law.' Sections, sub- 
division 3, of the Constitution, 
provides that 'The Congress 
shall have the power to regulate 
commerce with foreign nations 
and with the several states, aud 
the Indian tribes.' This certain- 
ly gives the Congress power to 
regulate commerce among the 
several states ; but does it give 
Congress the ri<.ht to prescribe 
the icharacter of contracts be- 
tween common charriers aud em- 
ployes? The fifth amendment 
to tho Constitution, we have 
seen, guarantees that no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty 
property, without due process of 
law.' Does the right to con- 
tract by a common earner with 
an employe come within the 
scope of this amendment? These 
terms, 'life, liberty and property' 
re representative terms, and 
govern every right to which a 
member of the body politic is 
entitled under the law, within 
their comprehensive scope are em- 
braced the right of self defense, 
freedom of speech, religious 
and political freedom, excep- 
tion from arbitrary arrest, the 
right to buy and sell as others 
may, — all our liberties, personal, 
civil and political, — in short, all 
that makes life worth living; 
and of none of these liberties 
can anyone be deprived except 
by due process of law — 2 Storey 
Con. Lim. 5 Ed. Sec. 1950. 

"It seems, therefore, that the 
power to contract between com- 
mon carriers and employes 
comes within the meaning of 
this amendment. The law of 
the land and due process of law 
is defined by Mr. Webster in the 
is Dartmouth College case 
to be 'By the law of the iaud 
most clearly inteuded the geu- 
eral law, a law which hears be- 
fore it condemns, which pro- 
ceeds upon inquiry and renders 
judgment only after trial. The 
meaning is that every citizen 
shall hold his life, liberty, prop- 
erty and immunities under the 
protection of the general rules 
which govern society. Every- 
thing which may pass under the 
form of an enactment is not 
therefore 10 be considered the 
law of the land.— (Cooley's Con. 

431.)— After all, Con- 
gress is but the Agent of the 
Agent of the People authorized 
to pass laws in conformity with 
the constitution, and whenever 
any law is passed which does not 
conform therewith, or is repug- 
nant thereto, that law is void. , 

"I recognize the rule as be- 
fore stated, that in testing the 
validity of an act of Congress, 
that courts shall be careful iu 
their construction against 
validity, and not declare an act 
void unless there clearly appears 
an invasion of some constitm 
tional guarantees. I have, there 
fore, been slow to make up mj 
mind npon this question, but 
after my examination of the 
authorities, I find that nowhere 
is the right to make contracts 
prohibited or abridged unless it 
he against public policy, < 
agairutt the general welfare, et 

Aot Invades Conatitution. 

"It is further conrended that 
Congress invaded the rights 
under the fifth amendment of 
the Constitution when if prohib- 
its an employer from eiiterin 
into a contract with an employ 
not to join a labor organization 
association, etc. It seems that 
I an individual has a right to mi- 
ploy whomsoever he desires, or 
he

be compelled to give any rea- 
son for so dToiqg • 

Hardship to Employer. 

The law looks upon the acts 
of corporations as they do those 
of au illdividaal; and, in that 
connection a person seeking em- 
ployment may have interests an- 
tagonistic to his employer, it 
certainly would seem a hardship 
that Congress could pass a law 
compelling au employer to give 
en p'oynient to one so situated. 
If that were so Congress could 
also compel an employe to labor, 
against his will, for an employer 
agaiust whom he had a griev- 
ance. It is contended, how ever, 
that since Congress has the 
power "to regulate commerce 
between the states'" that it has 
power to make rules governing 
the details of such regulation. 
I do uot think that the Consti- 
tution intended to give Congress 
this power, for if it did it could 
say what certain kinds of tele- 
graph instruments should be 
used by a common carrier. It 
could say that common carriers 
should employ negro labor ex- 
clusively, or Chinese labor ex- 
clusively, or labor who believed 
only in certain religious doc- 
trines. A rieht to insist that 
employes shall withdraw from 
or refrain from joining any trade 
union as a condition of employ- 
ment, or continuation of em- 
ployment, is within the con- 
stitutional rights of an em- 
ployer, and protected by 
Constitutional guarantee of 
due process of law against a 
statute which makes it an of- 
fense for an employer to im- 
pose such conditions. (Missouri 
vs. Julow, 129 Mo. 136; 29 L. R. 
A. 257.) 

"Mr. Justice Harlan in deliv- 
ering the opinion in Arthur et 
al vs. Oakes, et al, 11 C. C. A. 
). 209,63 Fred. Rep. 310, says : 
It would be an invasion of one's 
natural liberty to compel him to 
work for, or to remain in the 
personal service of another. One 
who is placed uuder such re- 
straint is in a condition of in- 
voluntary servitude, a condition 
hich the supreme law of the 
laud declares shall not exist 
within the United States or any 
place subject to their jurisdic- 
tion.' The converse being true, 
is just that the employer 
should not be compelled to have 
in his employe one whom he 
does not desire, no matter for 
for what reason. 

follow this doctrine, but as 
it seems clear to me that Con- 
gress has invaded the rights 
guaranteed by the Constitution 
in passing this law- I am there- 
fore constrained to declare the 
same invalid. 

The authorities as cited by 
the United States Attorney do 
not bear directly upon the case 
at bar.

Central Pacific will Build Longest Tnnnel 
in the World. 

The boring of what will be the 
longest tunnel in the United 
States, and one of the longest in 
the world, has very recently 
been determined upon by the 
Central Pacific Railroad com- 
pany. 

Chief Eugineer Win. Hood has 
finished plans and reports for the 
proposed gigantic six-mile hole 
to be bored through the Sierra 
Nevada mountains iu California 
a short distance west of the town 
of Truckee, Ariz. 

The object of this great tuuuel 
to cut down the present 
mountain climb of 7,017 feet by 
fully 2,000 feet, and thus elimi- 
nate many of the present curves 
and much of the grade. Chief 
Engineer Hood's reports con- 
tain some modifications of his 
first series of surve>8, made some 
years ago, and these will doubt- 
less be approved by President 
Harriman, and work, it is ex- 
pected, will very soon he com- 
menced on this great tunnel. 

It is estimated that the tun- 
nel will cost not less than 910, 
000,000, and that among other 
things it will cheapen the an 
nual expeuses o f operating 
trains over the mountain di- 
vision by fully $100,000. Being 
over 36,000 feet In length, the 
tunnel will be one of the longest 
in the world, aud certainly the 
longest in the United States. 
The longest now In existence on 
this continent is the 16,000 foot 
bore in the Cascade range in 
Washington on the Great North 
ern railroad.— Technical World.

CONSTITUTION FOR CHINA. 



Pekln. Sept. 3— The emperor hai 
Issued an edict promising constitution 
al government when the people are 
fittod for it. The edict says: 

"Since the beginning of our oyuasty 
there have been wise emperors who 
have made laws suited to the times. 
Now that China has Intercourse with 
all nations, our laws and political 
system have become antiquated, and 
our country Is always in trouble. 
Therefore, it Is necessary for us to 
father more knowledge, and draw up 
a new code of laws, otherwise we 
shall be unworthy of the trust of our 
forefathers and of the people." 

The edict cites the fact that the 
traveling commissioners report that 
the cause of China's weakness is an- 
tagonism between the rulers and the 
ruled, and promises administrative 
and financial reforms. When these 
are accomplished, and the people have 
been educated to understand their re 
latlons to the government, a constitu- 
tion will be framed. The time for 
putting this Into effect, the edict says, 
will depend upon the rapidity of the 
nation's progress toward enlighten

1 The speaker scored the republican 
congress for not passing the legisla- 
tion urged by President Roosevelt, to 
give ' publicity to campaign contribu- 
tions. He gave the president some 
praise for what he termed his adop 
tion of democratic ideas. 

Mr. Bryan hoped that the Income 
tax may some day be imposed through 
an amendment to the constitution.

The 
earth's crust is unusually hard 
at this particular place and con- 
sists largely of rocky formations 
which resist the disintegrat

Colonel Posey organized 
exploring party and lnvei 
gfticd all of the ramification of 
the abandoned mine. He found 
it cover.- an urea ol 200 fcet long 
and of V....Y10* width. These 
chambers are tiboat 100 feet be- 
low (he tQfface of the earth. He 
learned by taking temperatures 
tliat the interior of the mine re- 
mains constantly at 55 degrees, 
the even temperature df the 
earth. This temperature is un- 
varying, winter and summer, and 
is the temperature most con- 
ducive to the growth of plant 
life. Furthermore the air is sur- 
charged with carbonic gas, "ipon 
which plauts thrive. 

The State Geological Survey 
has recently issued a valuable 
balletiu of 141 pages, bound und 
well illustrated with maps ;,nd 
other explanatory illustratron*, 
showing the extent and quality 
of the coals embraced in the 
territory south of Louisa and be 
tween the Tug Fork of the Big 
Sandy and the headwnters Of the 
north fork of the Kentucky 
river. The area covered com- 
prises about two thousand square 
miles and includes tho counties 
dt Johnson, Martin, Floyd and 
Pike, a largo part of Lawrence 
und parts of Knott und Letcher 
counties.

Competition in bidding for 
mail contracts, particularly in 
rural districts, is fast becoming 
a matter of history, according to 
Postoffiee Officials. Formerly 
Uncle Sam found carriers lor 
many of the «maller routes for 
practically nothing, but iu nearly 
every .such case the man who 
holds the job nowadays receives 
a more or less adequate com- 
pensation. Under the old regime, 
the most extraordinary condi- 
tion of affairs often existed. For 
instance, the mail carrier at 
Lake Charles, la., was under 
contract for four years to pay to 
the government the sum of $50 a 
year for carrying the mails by 
steamer a distance of fifty-five 
miles three times eacli week, the 
value to the carrier being found, 
of course, in the business stand 
ing which he derived from the 
service. This contract has just 
ended and the new incumbent is 



to receive a salary of $'2000 a 
year for doing just the same 
work that cost his predecessor 
$50 annually. A still more cur- 
ious instance of the old order is 
found in the case of West 
Bridgeton, Vt., where the car 
rier, for noing twelve times a 
week to Woodstock, six miler 
away, received the princely re 
numeration of one cent each 
year for his services. His suc- 
cessor now receives $100 A 
former carrier of Freedom, N.
